Washington, Nov. The bill nak- 
laf aflectire the Cuban reciprocity 
cOtaTcntlon reported by the ways and 

raeans coramitt^^e will be t.aken tip In 
the house Monday and disposed of on 
Thursday. It probably will be sent to 
the •eaa(e Friday. Mr. Payne (N. Y.). 
dMlfBiaH at the waya and meaat com- 
mtttfe. In accordance with the notice 
he tare when he reported the bill on 
Friday, will aak the housH as soon as 
It convenes Monday to begin its con- 
sideration. A rule will be reported by 
the committee on rules providing (or 
a vote at 4 p. m. Thursday without 
Intervening action. On the adoption 
of the rule the house will go Into com- 
mittee of the whole and (liscussion of 
the Cuban bill will be begun. 

The program of the minority Is well 
defined by the resolution adopted at 
the democratic caucus Saturday night. 
A rule cutting: off amendments will bo 
opposed in order that an amendment 
may bo offniMl striking out the differ- 
ential on refined sugar and eliminat- 
ing the five yeas clause. The resolu- 
tion made It the sense of the caucus 
that the democratic members should 
vote for the bill either "upon the adop- 
tion or rejection of the amendment." 

It is the Intention of the senate lead- 
ers to confine as closely as possible 
the legislation of the present session 
to the bill to carry into effect the Cu- 
ban treaty, and with that end in viow 
the daily scssu im of th(> .senate during 
the present week will be t)rief and an- 
other adjournment will be taken on 
Thursday or Friday until the follow- 
tng Monday. The work of Introducing 
bills and of presenting petitions will go 
forward, but with the exception of the 
Cuban bill n<'ither bills nor ix'titions 
will be taken up in committee nor dla- 
oussed in the senate during the week. 
It Is quite well understood that Sena- 
toir Morgan is prepared for a prolonged 
discussion of the Pituation on the Isth- 
mus of Panama, but while he Beems 
not to have taken any one into his 
confidence the general supposition is 
that he will defer his speeches until 
the new canal treaty shall be sent to 
the senate. There Is an understand- 
ing on the part of senators that even 
though the negotiations of the new 
convention be forthwith compU'tcd, it 
will not be transmitted to the senate 
until the beginning of the regular <ies- 
sion of congress in December. It is 
expected that the Cuban bill will be 
received from tlie house on Friilay and 
It is probable that a ses.sion will be 
held on that day in order that the bill 
may be referred to the committee on 
foreign relations, which will begin Its 
consideration at once.

Chevalier Petich, Scientist, Inventor 
and Beholar, Paaaea Away. 

New York, Nor. H. — In the bath- 
room of his home at Ninth avenue was 
found Sunday the body of Chevalier 
l,uii;i I'rtii li. former ambassador of 
Italy to Mexico. He had been dead 
three days and apoplexy Is said to 
have been the cause of d^th. Pettch, 
who was 65 years old, was a man of 
many attainments, a sficntist. inven- 
tor and scholar, but withal n re( luso. 

I^uigi Petich was the man wlu) 
found and owned the famous "Smiling 
toltec heads." These were among the 
first early American archaeloglcal 
finds which went to prove the rela- 
tionship of the earlier races of this 
continent with Asiatics. The heads 
were found in Mexico in sopulclnirnl 
mounds in which skeletons and broken 
relics were also discoverad. Replicas 
of them have been mad* aad.aaat all 

over the world. 

The Petich colloctian. as it was 
known, consisted of l,62(i objects, all 
of Mexico relics, and In scientific value 
it was second only to that in the mu- 
seum of the City of Metiea 



INJURED IN A RUNAWAY. 

Drs. R. D. Murray and G. M. Guiteras 
Mat With An Aeeldent. 

Ijiredo. Tex., Nov. 16.— While In 

pursuit of their duty Sunday Drs. R. 
D. Muiray and O. M. Guiteras, of the 
marine In -P'tfl service, met with a 
serious accident in a runaway. They 
were driving to their hotel when the 
horses became frightened and ran 
away, the buggy colliding with ter- 
rific force with a large stone pillar and 
throwing both the physicians out. Dr. 
Murray sustained injuries which may 
prove fatal owing to his advanced age 
and which at leaat will confine him to 
the hospital for a period of six months.

Minister Bunau Varilla Continues Hia 
Efforts to Secure Recognition of 
the New Oovemment By tha 
Burepean Natlana. 

Bogota, Tuesday, Nov. 10. — Gens. 
Reyes, lioiguin and Osplna left here 
to day for Panama on a diplomatic 
mission with full powers to offer the 
Isthmians a satisfactory treaty and 
such other concessions as may bring 
the isthmus back to the Colombian 
union. 

It is expected that amicable ar- 
rangements will be made and such are 
heartily desired here. News from the 
state department at Washington is 
anxiously awaited. 

Washington. Nov. 16. — A revolution 
in Colombia is not impossible, accord- 
ing to an opinion expressed in a dis- 
patch received at the state depart- 
ment from United States Minister 
neaupre. at Bogota. It waa dated 
Thursday. November 12. and at that 
time .Mr. Ileaupro described the feel- 
ing in the capital city as panicky. 

The minister has delivered to the 
Colombian government his Instruc- 
tions sent to him by the state depart- 
ment on the 6th Instant, advising him 
that the United States has entered In- 
to relation.s with the government at 
Panama and commending to l)otli gov- 
ernments of Colombia and Panama 
"The peaceful and equitable aettle- 
ment of all queatlona at iMue between 
them," 

The Colombian government, accord- 
ing to Minister Heaupre, was disposed 
to ask for an explanation of the In- 
structions, but the minister informed 
it that he regarded them aa self-ex- 
planatory. Mr. Beaupre still appears 
confused about the Instructions cent 
to him regarding his leave of absence, 
probably because of the delay In the 
receipt by him of cablegrams regard- 
ing the matter. He has been again in- 
formed that he la at liberty to leave 
Bogota whenever he desires and it is 
expected that he will take early ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. 

.Mr. Bunau-Varilla, the minister from 
Panama, continued his efforts Sunday 
to secure recognition of the new gov- 
ernment by the European nations. 
Twice he saw the French ambassador 
in this behalf and Sunday night M. 
Bunau-Varilla expressed the opinion 
that France soon would accord the 
recognition desired. The French gov- 
ernment Is anxious that the republic 
of Panama shall guarantee to the Pan- 
ama Canal Co. and the French citizens 
Interested thert in all the ri'j;hts. i)ri\ i- 
leges, etc.. now held liy them. 'I'liis 
guarantee is desired I'efore any stei)s 
looking to the recognition by France 
is given, and Sunday night M. Varllla 
cabled his government for authority 
to make snch representations. Sunday 
he received a long cablej^ram from 
Panama expressing thanks to the gov- 
ernment of the United States for Its 
courtesy in offering the privileges of 
a United States warship to Oen. Reyes 
on his arrival at the Isthmus of Pane* 
ma should he desire to go aboard one. 

THB PRESIDKNT'e YACHT. 



State Department Informed That the 
Mayflower Had Arrived at Celen. 

The state department received in- 
formation Sunday night that the presi- 
dent's yacht, the Mayflower, had ar- 
rived at Colon, with Adm. John G. 
Walker, the president of the Isthmian 
canal commission, who is to make an 
investigation of affairs on the Isthmus, 
and report to the president and Rr. 
Adm. Coghlan, who is to assume com- 
mand of the American fieet on the At- 
lantic side of the isthmus. The May- 
flower made a rapid run to Colon, hav- 
ing steamed the 1,800 miles between 
Washington and that place since last 
iVBday.

Chicago, Nov. 16. — A victory, tem- 
porary at least, was scored Sunday by 
the maaagomont of tho Chicago City 
railway against its striking employes. 
From early In the morning until dark 
the company succeeileil In maJntainlng 
a regular service on its Wentworth 
avenue line, which extends from 70th 
street to the down-town district, a dis* 
taaee of eight miles. The first car» 
manned by a newly-hired non-union 
crew, left tho car barns guarded by a 
dozen policemen at 8 oV Nk k and waa 
followed four minutes later by another 
train. 

Twenty-five cars in all were put In* 
to the service but the schedule was 

frequently interfered with by d(days 
caused by obstructions being pla-ed 
on the tracks and tho Inexperience of 
men in charge of cars. The most se- 
rious trouble occurred during the 
morning when a number of arrests 
were made, but clashes between tho 
police and the crowds that the streets 
were frequented with during the after- 
noon and when (Inrluie.-s set in it w;\s 
not considered safe to si nd more cars 
from the bam. The last car returned 
to the barns at 4:30 o'clock and after 
it had been safely housed the day's 
work ci'me to an end. More arrests 
were made during the day than at any 
time since the strike wns il. i i.n-e 1. 
The most trouble was experienced be- 
tween 22d and S9th streets. 

In the l)locks bounded by these 
thoroughfares crowds of men, women 
and chiltlren conKre^;ate(l ami as tlie 
first cars passed hooted at t!ie police 
and non-union employes. Tiis wiia 
soon followed by more violent demon* 
Btratlons. Huge barricades were piled 
upon the tracks, stones were thrown 
at the cars and a hand-to-hand conflict 
between the pidice and the crowd fol- 
lowed in several Instanr^es. Several 
patrol wagons which had previoitdy 
been called were soon filled with pris. 
oners.
